City  Will  Be  Prohibited  From 

Guaranteeing  Bonds  or 
 Giving  Exemptiom 

Victoria  will  no  longer  be  able  to 

bonus  industries  if  an  amendment 
to  the  Municipal  Act  is  [>a.s.se<i  by 
the  Legislature,  It  was  announced 
yesterday  by  H.  S.  Prlngle,  city 
solicitor. 

Such  guarantees  of  bonds  as  were 
given  the  grain  elevator,  cold  stor- 
age plant  and  wonted  mill  pro- 
jects will  be  things  of  the  past,  he 

explained. 

The  power  of  aiding,  bonusing 
and  exempting  of  industries  from 
taxes  will  be  taken  away  from  the 
city  and  all  other  municipalities  by 
an  amendment  to  the  act  which 
deletes  clau.se^;  11  lo  m  inclusive,  of 
Section  54  of  the  Municipal  Act. 
POWCB  REMOVED 

Through  the  deletion  of  these 
clauses  the  city  will  be  prohibited 
from  making  cash  bonuses  to  indu.s- 
tries.  It  will  be  prohibited  from 
guaranteeing  bonds  of  a  company 
either  as  to  prioslpal  or  Intnrest, 
and  will  be  unable  to  grant  tax  ex- 
emptions or  create  fixed  taxation 
for  a  period  of  years.

The  medical  man  protably  knows  more  about 
the  underlying  cause  of  world  depression  than 
anyone  else.  That  cause  may  be  superinduced 
by  a  certain  decline  in  material  welfare,  perhaps 
on  a  large  scale,  but  the  weakness  of  humanity  Is 
found  In  the  fact  that  such  a  decline  should 
be  regarded  with  so  much  seriousness.  From  the 
economic  standpoint  the  world  Is  full  of  patients 
Who  imagine  Ills  and  are  seeking  desperately  for 
remrdle.«i  There  is  a  silver  lining  to  this  cloud 
oC  depression,  and  It  is  that  health,  generally 
apeaWng,  is  perhapa  l>etter  than  it  has  ever  been, 
and,  as  one  writer  says,  "nobody  has  time  to  be 
ill;  nobody  has  time  even  to  think  about  iilnrss." 
In  Britain.  If  the  medical  correapondent  of  The 
London  Times  Is  to  be  believed,  "pe<9la  are 
cheerful,  ixearLy,  fit,  and  full  of  worry.'' 

There  la  a  highly  optimlatle  note  in  what  the 
foregoing  corre.spondent  says  affecting  condi- 
tions in  Britain.  He  admits  at  once  that  man 
waa  daaignad  for  worry,  and  If  worry  la  denied 
him  he  Invents  it.  "At  present,"  he  says,  "we  are 
obtaining  our  worries,  free,  gratis  and  for  noth- 
tam,  frem  the  Muntif ul  hand  of  tiw  Ooremment; 
and  the  doetora  are  idle.  Men  spend  their  days 
planning  eaeapoa  from  all  sorts  of  calamiUes; 
qmelBiiwl  and  tHoii 

with  enjoyment."  in  effect,  worry,  far  from  kill- 
ing, stimuiataa.  The  causes  of  worry  tend  all  the 
time  to  bo  aboliahod.  Zn  the  worda  of  the  cor- 

re.spondent,  "ciTilinition  does  not  break  up;  It 
renews  itself.  Humanity,  aglow  with  health, 
arrlYes  at  fresh  conquests.  Only  to  dlacover  that 
aafety  is  the  true  danger."  Then  thO  Writer 
ilrikes  a  vibrating  note  in  saying: 

"It  ia  well  that  we  ahould  realise  this  and 
make  the  most  of  the  exceptional  advantages  we 
now  enjoy.  They  cannot  last.  Leaden-footed 
prosperity  is  at  the  door;  booms,  like  cyclones, 
ar<e  advancing  upon  us.  Tomorrow  we  shall  be 
at  ease  once  more,  turning  over  the  prospectuses 
of  the  spaa  and  wondering  whether  mud  baths 
or  brine  are  likely  to  occasion  us  the  highest 
degree  of  benefit.  Now  that  the  taxgatherers 
are  sounding  their  trumpets,  veterans  are  return- 
ing to  a  new  lease  of  interest.  What  exciting 
times  we  live  in.'  And  what  healthy  times.  Dis- 
ease is  retiring  all  along  the  line.  That  probably 
la  one  of  the  reaaona  why  Englishmen  are  costing 
away  their  proltl  in  .splendid  contempt  of  .  these 
who  seek  to  hoard  It.  Gold  is  for  the  aged  and 
the  Infirm.  thO  weak  and  thoae  who  have  no  faith. 
Healthy  folks  need  no  crutche.s,  seeing  that  they 
possess  their  limbs.  In  worry  we  have  found 
again  the  qnalitiaa  which  only  worry  can  bestow 
— fitness,  energy,  courage.  These  are  great  doc- 
tors, who,  in  counting  houses,  make  burdens 
grieiroua  to  be  bomo  and  lay  them  on  other  man's 


Whatever  progress  the  rulers  of  Soviet  Russia 
may  be  making  in  theh  policies  and  propaganda 
to  alwlish  rt'H>.;lon,  their  efTorti;.  as  yet.  make  no 
approeiaUa  difference  to  statistics  dealing  with 
the  faltha  in  which  men  and  wdmen  are  aligned 
t!  loughout  the  world.  The  claim  tliat  Russia 
has  been  de-Christianized  is,  of  course,  an  ab- 
surd one.  Religion  is  something  which  no  gov- 
ernment has  been  able  to  destroy.  It  thrives  on 
persecution  and  has  always  ao  thriven.  Man  ia 
a  religious  animal.  Even  in  Russia,  whatever  the' 
Russian  may  do  ti>  ronform  outwardly  to  the 
materialistic  conceptions  so  blatantly  thrust 
down  his  throat,  there  is  a  deep  sense  of  religious 
conYlctlon  throughout  the  nation,  particularly 
among  the  peasant  class,  which  is  the  largest 
section  of  the  population.  The  doctrine  of  no 
belief  is  making  as  little  headway  in  the  world 
today  as  it  ever  made.  The  Soviet  campaign  is 
resulilng  in  winning  adherents  to  Chri.^iianity 
outside  Russia.

There  Is  the  saving  grace 
of  the  tranafer  of  the  pabn  of  optimism  in  the 
fact  that  what  i.s  happening  in  Britain  is  at  once 
an  inspiration  and  an  example  to  the  rest  of  the 
world.  It  la  Britain  that  "wav,  is,  and  will  re 
main,  for  years  that  no  one  ran  numbor,  the 
pulsing  heart  of  humanity.    Once  again,  in  a 

gfnu,  ma  BM  wt  tM  wtmpift  m  a 

surmount  ob.stacles,  and  by  that  example  saved 
other  nations  from  falling  into  the  doldrums  of 
despair. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Keynes,  the  noted  economist,  says 
that  Britain  is  today  "decidedly  the  most  pros- 
perous country  in  the  world,"  and  her  trend  la  in 
the  right  direction.  He  admits  that  Britain  has 
been  forced  to  stand  down,  for  the  time  being, 
from  the  international  leadership  In  finance. 
"But  her  place  has  not  been  talten  by  anyone 
else. '  Mr.  Keynes  feels  confident  that  if  Britain 
has  the  pluck  she  will  soon  be  strong  enough  to 
resume  her  old  position  "with  the  heightened 
pre.stigo  of  holding  it  in  virtue  oX  having  aur- 
mounted  present  difhculties." 


DEATH  OF  PHAR  LAP 


Wherever  anywhere  in  the  world  there  are 
sportsmen  the  death  of  Phar  Lap,  the  great 
gelding  from  the  Antipodes,  will  be  learned  of 
with  sorrow.  It  la  not  often,  save  through  mis- 
hap, or  accident,  that  a  racing  animal  dies  in 
the  aenith  of  its  career.  The  paiaing  of  Phar 
Lap,  despite  the  exiguous  care  exercised  on  be- 
half of  his  welfare,  will  come  as  a  shock  to  all 
foUowim  of  racing.  He  waa,  without  a  doubt, 
one  of  the  greatest  racing  animals  of  his  time, 
perhaps  the  greatest.  Among  money  winners 
ho  atood  alone  withtai  the  British  Empire,  and 
was  second  only  to  Sun  Beau  in  the  United 
States.  Had  Phar  Lap  lived  and  maintained  his 
form  ho  would  have  aurpaaaed  the  aum  wen  by 
any  animal  that  ever  raced  on  the  tracks 

In  Australia  the  news  of  the  unexpected 
death  of  a  great  animal  will  be  learned  with 
con.sternation.  Phar  Lap  wa.s  an  equine  hero, 
and  well  deserved  to  be.  The  manner  in  which 
he  raeed  home  in  the  Agua  Callente  Handicap 
won  him  countle.s.s  friends  and  admirers  on  this 
continent;  In  fact,  it  may  be  doubted  if  any  per- 
formance by  an  animal,  under  the  cireumatanees 
of  liavlng  traveled  by  .sea  nearly  5,000  miles  to 
take  part  in  the  race,  has  so  arrested  the  sport- 
ing Imagination.  Bren  hi  our  own  Legislature, 
Premier  Tolmie  took  occasion  to  extend  congrat- 
ulatlona  to  the  owner  and  trainer,  and  to  Aus- 
tralia aa  a  whole,  on  the  performance  of  the 
gelding.  His  death  is  a  grlevious  loss  to  the  rac- 
ing world,  the  more  so  because  of  the  versatility 
of  his  performances  and  the  weights  which  he 
eanriod  io  often  to  Tletoiy  om  wrytnt  dtitancos.

Governments  which  pur- 
pose reducing  expenditures  and  talc- 
ing In  the  slack  are  bombarded  by 
delegations  demanding  that  ex- 
penditures .".hall  not  be  reduced  and 
that  appropriations  must  be  In- 
creased.

One  of  the  spouting  Pharisees  has

Denuded  Forest* 
Bring  Climatic 
Change§  in  Wake 

By  FRANK  J    I)  BARNJl'M 

Gene  Stratton- Porter,  one  of  the 
closest  students  of  nature  this  con- 
tinent has  produced,  wrote  an 
article  a  few  years  ago  tn  McCall's 

Magazine  in  which  she  said: 

"In  my  childhood  my  lalJier 
plant  cri  >.;rain  with  the  .same  cer- 
tainty of  having  a  full  crop  that  he 
had  of  having  alternate  day  and 
night.   Today  the  farmer  on  my 

will  get  a  paying  yield  from  the 
wheat,  com  and  potatoes  that  he 

puts  into  the  ground  than  he  has  a.^ 
to  whether  the  next  cyclone  will 
blow  his  hou.se  into  the  lake  or  pass 
a  few  yards  on  the  other  side  of  it. 
We.  as  a  nation,  liave  already,  in 
the  most  wanton  and  reckless  waste 
the  world  has  ever  known,  changed 
our  climatic  conditions,  and  wasted 
a  good  part  of  our  splendid  heri- 
tage." 

A  sequel  to  this  vivid  description 
of  the  rcsult.s  of  forest  devastation 
is  found  in  tlie  newspaper  reports 
of  the  recent  tornado  tragedy  which 
swept  across  five  States,  and,  for 
the  large  area  covered  and  loss  and 
danuige  suffered,  ranks  as  one  of 
the  worst  In  the  history  of  the  coun- 
try  with  its  sacrifices  of  more  than 
1.50  lives,  3.000  injured,  10,000  home- 
less and  untold  financial  los.s.  and 
from  wliich  description  I  will  quote 
just  one  incident  as  narrated  Iqr 
one  of  the  survivors: 

"Then  we  went  down  the  road  to 

fliui  our  next  door  neighbor,  Battle 
I  Hamilton.  'We  couldn't  find  his 
house.  'W<!  found  liim.  cut  to 
pieces,  his  t>ody  hanging  on  a 
barbed  wire  fence.  His  wife  had 
been  blown  Into  a  com  patch  utA 
taauUy  hurt.  We  found  thdr  six 
months'  old  boy  dead  In  a  ofeek 
half  a  mile  away." 

One  would  naturally  think  that 
the  two  Mlssis,slppl  floods,  the  Ver- 
mont flood,  the  four  years'  drought 
in  Sa.skatchewan,  with  Its  loss  of 
three  hundred  million  dollars,  fol- 
lowed by  this  latest  tornado  tragedy, 
with  countless  other  warnings  ef 
lesser  severity,  but  In  the  aggregate 
running  into  million  of  dollars'  loss 
and  the  .sacrifice  of  many  lives, 
call  for  Immediate  reforms  In  con- 
nection witli  the  savuiK  of  our 
rapldlv  dwindling  forest  resources. 
While  I  am  writing  this  arUcle  the 
newsboys  are  even  now  announcing 
a  second  tornado  In  Alabama  with 
the  loss  of  nine  more  Uvea  and  large 
property  losses.

yesterday  before  the  Women's  Cana- 
dian Club.  Mrs.  'Wr.  O.  Wilson  pre- 
sided, and  the  soloist,  Mrs  Sidney 
Oliver,  gave  great  pleasure  with  two 
channlng  numbers,  accompanied  by 
Miss  Eileen  Dumbleton. 

Sir  Charles  gave  his  thrilling  ad- 
ventures a  military  or  political 
wrapping  which  added  much  to 
their  Interest.  The  narrative  began 
in  1899.  the  year  In  which  Sir 
Charles  wa,s  .sent  down  to  the  Nile 
province  to  establtsh  government, 
organize  the  military  forces,  and 
deal  with  the  remnants  of  the 
mutineers  following  a  mutiny.  He 
dispatched  Captain  King  and  Dr. 
Milne  from  Uganda  into  Egypt  to 
make  connection  with  Kitchener  at 
Khartum.  Sir  Ctiarles  himself  pro- 
ceeded to  a  point  on  the  Upper  Nile, 
about  twanty  mUes  froaa  Lake 
Albert. 

"TRADER  HOBN" 
Comparison  of  the  scenery  of  this 
pari  of  Africa  with  Vb»  pletures 
shown  in  "Trader  Bom'*  was  made. 
Sir  Charles  recalled  that  the  film 
had  represented  the  sands  of  the 
Nile  with  half  a  doaen  crocodiles 


sunning  themselves.  Whan  ha  was 
tiiere  in  1899,  the  same  sands  at  any 

time,  except  the  early  morning 

evening,  would  be  black  with  thou- 
sands of  these  animaLs.  which  came 
out  after  feeding  on  the  fish  of  the 
Nile  waters.  A  peculiaiity  of  the 
crocodiles  in  the  "Trader  Horn '  pic- 
tures was  that  they  roared  tremen- 
douiAy,  %  detail  which  he  had  not 
recalled. 

Like  aoma  othar  uninitiated  folk, 
(Sir  (jnariea,  uiisu  lua  lusi^  buvum  en- 
counter with  the  hippopotamus,  con- 
sidered it  a  harmless  animal.  But 

hp  Icari.f^d  to  thp  contrary  when,  on 
one  occasion,  one  of  the.se  vicious 
monsters  attacked  a  twenty-flvo-foot 
boat  in  which  he  was  traveling  with 
some  natives.  The  hipi>opotamus 
was  killed  with  a  well-aimed  bullet, 
but  the  boat  aank  and  Its  occupants 
had  to  swim  soma  alxty  yards  to 
shore. 

SOME  BEAUTY  SPOTS 
Brief  reference  was  made  to  .some 
of  the  majestic  scenic  beauties  of 
Uganda.  Including  the  Tola  rapid  v 
near  the  slopes  of  Mt.  Kl^^on  Hi' 
was  also  stati<med  at  Fajao  Fort 
and  Wadelal,  where  Nlmule  now 
stands.  At  Fatlko  he  witnessed  the 
unusual  phenomenon  of  a  swarm  of 
rats  which  invaded  the  place  by 
moonlight  in  millions  In  the  course 
of  one  of  their  straaga  periodical 
migrations. 

During  hLs  time  in  the  Sudan.  Sir 
Charles  had  to  exercise  a  curloits 
versatility  of  talent.  Once,  when  the 
medical  ofBoer  was  disabled  by  stek- 
ness,  ha  had  to  take  over  his  duties 
as  dispenser,  surgeon,  and  physician, 
even  attending  obstetrical  cases.  One 
of  the  most  startlinR  experiences  he 
had  was  with  a  native  who  chewed 
up  a  thermometer  which  had  been 
placed  in  his  mouth,  thinking  this 
was  what  the  white  medicine 
expected  him  to  do.  After  eating  a 
prescribed  half  a  doaen  bananas  the 
man  seemed  none  the  worse  for  the 
experience. 

The  profound  signifleance,  to  the 
naUves,  of  the  "bk)od-broiherhood" 


rite  which  they  undergo  with  other 
tribes,  on  occasion,  to  form  alliances, 
proved  a  difflculty  to  the  British 
wMln  they  attempted  to  separate  the 

more  peaceful  from  the  more  stub- 
born imitinecring  tribes.  Sir  Charles 
gave  an  interesting  picture  of  the 
means  adopted  to  break  down  the 
bond  between  the  two  by  persuading 
the  more  amenable  element  to 
undergo  a  similar  operation  at  the 
hands  of  tlie  British  which,  although

the  subject  stifBclently  sick  to  im- 
press him  with  Its  spiritual  im- 
portance The  ceremony  was  car- 
ried out  with  proper  military  Im- 
pressivene.ss,  and  promptly  resulted 
in  the  passing  on  of  important  in- 
formation conccVning  the  .Sudanese 
mutineers,  leading  to  their  capture 
and  the  restoration  of  the  native 
women  ai:2l  children  whom  they  had 
stolen. 

A  terrible  Instance  of  cannibalism 
imposed  at  Affudu  on  the  Acholls 
by  the  Makarakas  wa.s  recalled, 
babies  of  the  Acholis  being  fjie  vic- 
tiiii.s  One  of  the  Acholi  mothers 
escaped,  and  when  the  news  reached 
Sir  Charles,  twelve  miles  away,  he 
sent  a  party  to  punish  the  Makara- 
kas. As  they  fled,  the  Makarakas' 
boat  overturned  and  they  wars  eaten 
by  crocodUes.

Importation  of  citrous  fruits  from 
Jamaica  in  1929  had  been  nil.  while 
in  1930  some  500  cases  had  been 
imported,  rising  to  3,300  cases  last 
year. 

Improved  cargo  accommodation 
and  the  nudeiu  of  a  two-way  trade 
had  been  one  result,  and  another 
was  a  material  drop  in  the  {nice  of 
American  fruits  sold  on  the  British 
Columbia  market,  the  House  was 
informed  from  the  Govemment 
benches. 

Shingle  squares  exported  from  this 
province  to  Jamaica  rose  from 
600.000  to  1,750.000  a  year,  while 
Jams,  box  shooks  and  many  other 
lines  of  export  had  since  been  par- 
ticipated In  by  British  Coliunbia 
shippers  Credit  for  paving  the  way 
for  the  Introduction  of  this  BrltLsh 
trade  was  given  .squarely  to  Mr. 
Hastings  by  James  H.  Beatty,  J.  A. 
Loutot  and  many  other  apeakan. 

RETl'RNS  ATTACK 

Hon.  R.  L.  Maitland.  K  C  .  roused 
by  a  remark  made  by  the  Opposi- 
tion, said  "Wholesale  Row "  in  Van- 
couver was  a  "cold-blooded  aggrega- 
tion which  had  no  interest  at  all 
In  Smph«  trade."  The  wholesalers 
there,  he  declared,  had  watched  the 
recent  British  Columbia  cantaloupe 
and  tomato  troubles  without  a 
qualm,  and  sought  only  to  see  that 
nothing  Interfered  With  tlM  aale  of 
foreign  fruit. 

Thundering  In  toward.s  the  middle 
of  the  debate,  Hon.  W.  A.  McKenzie 


compared  the  .sum  paid  for  the  Ja 
maica  trade  report  uUli  the  trip 
taken  by  the  Leader  of  the  Opposi- 
tion to  Europe  In  1921.  Mr.  Pattullo 
had  announced  that  he  was  going 
to  Norway  and  0iredtn  to  look  "into 
the  extraction  of  nitrogen  fertiliser 
from  the  elements  of  the  air,"  and 
had  returned  with  the  opinion  "that 
Paris  was  the  gayest  city  of  the 
world,"  while  nitrogen  and  the  ele- 
ments had  been  quite  forgotten.  The 
trip  cost  $4,000  and  had  not  been 
productive  of  any  t>ene{it,  he 
averred. 

•  ANSWERS  MINISTER 
Mr.  Pattullo  was  on  his  feet  at 
once.  He  had  vl.slted  France,  Ger- 
many, Sweden  and  England,  and 
In  London  had  talked  with  Rt.  Hon. 
Winston  Churchill,  then  Colonial 
Secretary,  as  to  Pacific  Orr.Tt  Kast- 
ern  Railway  riovelopinent,  he  de- 
clared. He  had  also  investigated 
lumbering  conditions  in  Sweden,  to 
see  what  could  be  learned  of  benefit 
to  this  province.  He  may  have  said 
that  Paris  was  the  gayest  city,  and 
It  wa.s  prol->ahIy  true,  he  ailded. 

Mr.  McKenzie  was  In  the  midst 
of  a  whirlwind  reply  when  the 
shank  of  his  swivel  chair  raised  out 
of  Its  socket  and  precipitated  the 
minister  Into  a  moment  of  dlscom- 
fert,  £ram  which,  however,  he  made 
a  fast  recovery  and  a  strong  finish.

Correcting  what  he  said  had  been 
misleading  Information  given  in  Uie 
LegMatora  this  vask  tgr  tha  OMm- 

ber  for  Oniineca.  Attorney-General 
Pooley  made  a  ministerial  explana- 
tion in  tha  Bouaa  yesterday  on 
affairs  of  the  Liquor  Control  Board. 

Answering  a  suggestion  that  235 
per  cent  profit  had  been  made  on 
one  line.  Mr  Pooley  said  thus  con- 
cerned sixty-three  ra.ses  of  old  Bour- 
bon whisky  seized  by  the  customs 
under  the  former  regime  and  turned 
over  to  the  then  Liquor  Board  for 
payment  merely  of  tha  balding 
charges.  The  liquor  was  tar  more 
than  two  years  In  the  warehouse  of 
the  board,  but  had  been  sold  at  a 
good  profit  by  the  present  Liquor 
Board,  becau.se  it  had  not  been 
bought  in  the  first  place,  but  taken 
over  for  costoms  ohargaa. 

ONLY  ONE  INSTANCE 
Leaving  this  .stock  in  the  ware- 
hou.se  for  moro  than  two  years  was 
only  one  instance  of  loss  under 
the  former  board,  which  had  car- 
ried stocks  of  liquor  as  high  as 
$2,500,000  at  one  time.  pres- 
ent board  carried  a  stock  naver 
over  $1,350,000  and  batwaan  that 
and  $lfiOOfiM,  gaylng  WP,Bp0  yearly 
In  Interest  on  thr  matter  stock 
carried,  continued  Mr.  Pooley. 

It  had  been  said  also  that  the 
board  had  raised  its  prices.  The 
facts  were,  prices  were  reduced  in 
January,  1931,  to  the  extent  of 
$73,000,  but  4  per  cent  had  to  be 
added  later  when  the  Dominion 
Qovemment  raised  Its  sales  tax. 
Operating  costs,  he  eonttaiued,  had 
increased  slightly,  and  to  not  half 
the  extent  cited  by  the  member  for 
Omineca.  The  operating  cost  of  the 
liquor  administration  had  been  5.2 
in  1930,  and  not  6.lt  per  oant  as  had 
been  intimated.

In  lUs  younger  days 
he  was  not  averse  to  provlnt 
his  right  to  be  "boas"  In  after-ttat- 
game  affairs  in  dresstalff 
under  the  grandstand. 


McOraw  likes  scra^^py  players. 
He  has  always  eontended  that  the 
fighting  player  is  most  valuable  to  his 
team  and  has  sought  to  instill  that 
spirit  o(  "btttle  to  win"  in  the  men 
under  his  oomraand. 

Rogers  Hom.sby.  managing  the 
Chicago  Cubs,  is  the  lone  wolf  type 
manager.  L'nlike  Johnson,  he 
doesn't  chiun  with  his  players,  nor 
does  he  harangue  them  like  Mc- 
Oraw. Solitary,  taciturn,  a  strict 
dlseiplinarlan.

Tlie  question  of  whether  or  not 
there  is  any  great  difference  be- 
tween the  best  method  for  an  Iron 
shot  and  that  for  a  drive  often  re- 
curs. It  Is  said.  "Would  It  not  be 
simple  to  swing  all  clubs  alike?  Is 
there  any  real  reason  for  a  differ- 
ence t" 

The  principal  reason  why  there 
must  be  a  difference  Is  that  In  the 

two  ca.ses  It  Is  not  the  ideal  that  the 
ball  should  behave  In  the  same  way. 
IM.'iving  an  iron,  an  exact  control  of 
distance  Is  most  desirable,  while  ir 
driving  and.  at  least  half  the  time, 
In  playing  a  wood  club  from  the 
fairway  It  is  length,  and  as  much  as 
possible  of  it,  wliich  is  sought.  In 
the  fbnt  instance,  baekspln  is  an  aid 
both  In  holding  the  flight  of  the  ball 
true  and  in  limiting  lU  run  after  It 
strikes  the  ground;  but  off  the  tee, 
and  through  the  green  where  the 
ultimate  length  Is  desired,  the  ball 
must  be  made  to  roll  as  far  as  poa- 
.slble.  A  good  golf  hole  requires  a 
tee  shot  to  be  well  placed,  but  the 
occasion  rarely  ajuse.s  wlirn  the 
longer  shot,  properly  directed,  is  not 
better  than  the  shortar  one. 

The  backspin  with  which  an  iron 
shot  is  played  Is  aeeoihpUshed  by 
striking  a  downward  blow  with  a 
lofted  club.  The  way  In  whlcl'.  the 
club  takes  the  ball  first  and  then 
passes  into  the  turf  in  front  of  the 
spot  where  the  ball  rested  Is  familiar 
to  everyone.  In  order  to  drive  a  ball 
without  backspin.  thLs  downward 
punch  is  omitted,  and  the  club 
swing  ia  a  sweeping  arc  irtileh  is 
flatter  at  the  bottom,  and  should 
strike  the  ball  squarely  in  the  baek 
while  the  clubhead  is  moving  in  a 
horizontal  plane.  In  this  way  the 
.spinning  effect  Is  limited  tO  the  loft 
on  the  face  of  the  club. 

The  tee  .shot  which  is  knocked 
down  will  Invariably  chmb  when 
bucking  any  sort  of  contrary  breeze 
Um  downward  blow  produces  back- 
spin,  and  this  qrin  forces  the  ball 
up.  When  its  force  Is  spent  it 
descends  almost  vertically  and 
u.suallv  drops  dead.  And  the  player, 
having  noted  a  sweet  feel  and  an 
attractive  looking  shot.  Is  surprised 
to  find  himself  yards  behind 
another  drive  which  did  not  look  to 
be  nearly  so  good  as  his.
